Roses in Edinburgh / Lothians 


e The Id of a rose is best clinched from the ripe hips and the orientation of the sepals attached to 
their top. In practice you can get to recognise the roses at other times too, but any that are not 
really distinctive for you do follow up around Aug with a visit to see the ripe hips. 


e The following is ordered with distinctive roses first, which you can glance down quickly, followed 
by the remainder. Hopefully it should be easy in this way to become familiar with the roses here. 


Quick Features 


Smell of Leaf Oily =R. mollis, R. sherardii -- scratch under the leaf to smell 
Sweet = R. rubiginosa 


Stipules Toothed = R. multiflora -- stipules are the leafy bits where the leaf stalks join the stem. 
Flowers Many Small = R. multiflora 
Style Column = R. multiflora, R. arvensis -- styles are the centre bits of the flower (surrounded by anthers) 
Thorns Dead-Straight = R. mollis 

Very Thorny = R. spinosissima, R. rugosa, R. rubiginosa, R. Hollandica 
Leaves Long and Narrow = R. Hollandica, (R. virginiana) 

Very Wrinkly = R. rugosa 

Deep-Veined = R. rugosa, R. Hollandica, R. sherardii 

Glossy Uppers = R. canina, R. rubiginosa, R. rugosa 

Red-Grey Green = R. ferruginea 

8+ pairs = R. spinosissima, R. undetermined yellow 
Hips Black/Dark = R. spinosissima 


Unglandy Hip + Its Stalk = R. canina, R. Caesia -- NB may be a poorly glanded glandy rose! 
Large + Wide = R. rugosa 
Domed Top = R. canina

- May be planted at roadsides, from where it may escape - Rosa multiflora 
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Japanese Rose - Common in gardens, hedges, roadsides and shores, often spreading by root or 


seeding - Rosa rugosa 
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Dutch Rose - Occasional - Rosa ‘Hollandica’ 
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- (See also following Rose) - Common - Rosa spinosissima = = Rosa Ln ib 
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-- Could be mistaken for Burnet rose (see above) - Planted sometimes 
(this one from the canal bridge at Wester Hailes). 
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Northern Dog Roses - Two subspecies (end row) - Common - Rosa caesia 
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— Hairy Northern Dog Rose - subsp. caesia 


— Glaucous Northern Dog Rose - subsp. glauca 
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Field Rose - Hips/stalks glandy - Very rare - Rosa arvensis
